Hinese often brings back 
some of tho wayward peevishness of 
childhood, and you get such things 
contend with as positive refusal to take 
food or medicine, or to comply with 
some order of the doctor's. As re- 
og the question of how far to give 
in to @ patient's whims and fancies, 
there is ne sree a rule than 
this: oppose his wishes on qués- 
tions of right and wrong; "wad, when 
Oppesition becomes 8 necessity, use 
special efforts so to keep our self-con- 
trol as to avoid all expression of anger 
or impatience. 

How far you succeed ia aot
